The report follows:— 


April 7th, 1936. 
To the Mayor and Council, 

Town of Wainwright. 

Your Committee on Gas Franchise 
beg to report as follows:— 

In accordance with your instruc- 
tions the following report has been 
prepared which although brief, will 
we believe, be found to be sufficiently 
comprehensive to, serve the purpose 
for which it is required. 

The detailed Statement which we 
have on file, covering a period from 
1927 to 1934 inclusive, and a copy 
of which is attached hereto, was 
supplied to us by the Wainwright 
Gas Company, for the purpose of 
showing the great drop in consump- 
tion of Gas from the peak year 1929, 
as compared to the low year 1934, 
with the consequent loss of revenue 
to the Company. We take the totals 
from this statement which are as

information to enable it, as well as 
the Taxpayers, to judge as to wheth- 
er it would be advisable for the 
Town to take over the Utility at the 
termination of the present Franchise, 
Although we have presented but few 
figures, we believe they are sufficient 
for the purpose. The report must 
not in any way be construed as a 
criticism of the Wainwright Gas 
Company as to its profits, charges, 
operation or service and is given 
without prejudice to any of the par- 
ties mentioned. 

It might be in order to inform you: 
that whereas the Domestic Consump- 
tion of gas has been steady and 
shown little fluctuation, the Industri- 
al Consumption has fallen from the 
peak year more than 40% 

We would suggest that a meeting 
of Taxpayers be called immediately 
and a decision arrived at. If it is 
the intention to take over the Util 
ity, the Utility Board and the Wain- 
wright Gas Company should be noti- 
fied at once and a meeting of the 
interested parties take place to dis- 
cuss matters on a date to be set by 
the Board in Edmonton. 


ShouJd this report be accepted by 
Council we suggest that the Utility 
Board’s Order No. 5835 be published 
in conjunction with same for the 
information of the Taxpayers. 

If there is any other point upon 
which you need information we will 
do our best to obtain same -for you.

As the copy of Engineers’ report 
we have on file states the actual 
installation cost, including meters, 
tools, etc., was $42,609.50, it would 
appear that the Utility more than 
earned a profit to defray the entire 
cost of installation in the first three 
years of the life of the Franchise. 
The Board’s Order states that in- 
cluding installation costs, interest 
during construction, Contractors’ |

| ‘The Company has not offered any 
)evidence of actual cost of its system 
|as a whole, although it has submit- 
|ted certain figures showing the ac- 
tual cost of certain material in order 
|to show that the engineer's original 
| estimates were reasonable. It con- 
tends that it proceeded with the pro- 
ject on the basis of a letter written 
by the Board to the Company in 
; August 1926. This letter was writ- 
ten as the result of an interview the 
| Board had had a day or two previous, 
with the Company’s solicitors. In 
this letter, it was stated that the 
Board was prepared to approve of a 
rate base fixed upon such capitaliza- 
tion as would include the construc- 
tion costs upon a reasonable basis, 
adding thereto an allowance of ten 
per cent for promotion and a reagson- 
able allowance for bond or sbock dis- 
count. It was stated however, that 
if the costs of construction were less 
than the engineer’s estimate, which 
at that time was in the neighborhood 
of $100,000.00, the capital would be 
reduced accordingly. 

It is quite clear from this letter, 
and indeed from the whole negotia- 
tions prior thereto, that the Board 
was concerned about actual costs 
and, indeed, the Board in rate cases 
is concerned with actual investment 
costs of a utility company rather 
than with any arbitrary capitaliza- 
tion adopted by the Company. It 


must be at once apparent that no 
Board exercising the functions of 
public utility commissions could in 
rate-making proceedings give effect 
to such a contention as the one now

Salvage value 

In the Edmonton case a salvage 
value of fifteen per cent, with an 
estimated lifetime of thirty years, 
was placed on the distribution line 
and the small town distribution 
plants were similarly treated. Hav. 
ing in mind the extent of the pres- 
ent main line system, but considering 
also the shortness of the lifetime at- 
tributed to it (that is, ten years of 
the lifetime of the franchise) the 
Board is placing a salvage value on 
this part of the Company’s system of 
10 percent. Taking into account, how - 
ever, the fact that there is no reason 
to believe that there will not be an 
ample supply of gas available in the 
neighbourhood of Wainwright at the 
expiry of the Company’s franchise, 
and also the comparative shortness 
of the franchise term, the Board is

PREPAREDNESS . .  essettial 

I watched the great Army Day 
parade in New York on April 4th. 
On the same day I read of Mrs, 
Roosevelt christening our Navy's 
newest dnd biggest “air-craft carrier, 
the Yorktown, I reflected, with some 
satisfaction, that the ultna-pacifists 
who would stop, all efforts to defend 
our country against a foreign foe 
have not yet killed the martial spirit 
of America. ; 

I don’t think we are likely to be 
attacked or invaded by any foreign 
nation. But I am_ sure that, the 
world being what it is, we would be 
inviting attack if we did not keep 
ourselves prepared to resist it. I do 
not think we are ever likely to en- 
gage in a war of aggression, but I 
can easily imagine a situation de- 
veloping such as developed twenty 
years ago, in which this country 
might again feel, as we did then, an 
almost unanimous compulsion to go 
to war to preserve our national 
rights and liberties. 

PATRIOTISM os ne ours 

I got a thrill out of the Army Day 
parade, not so much from the splen- 
dor of the uniformg and the music of 
the bands, as from the companies 
and battalions of boys, members of 
various cadet corps, who marched 
behind the flags. They were giving 
visible proof that the spirit of patri- 
otism still lives. 

I hope none of those boys is ever 
called upon to kill an enemy. But I 
hope that if the occasion ever comes 
again when the people of America 
have to resort to the crude imple- 
ments of bloodshed to reaffirm their 
devotion to the greatest of all spiri- 
tual concepts, the concept of ordered 
liberty for every human being, these 
boys will feel, as the men of Amer- 
ica have felt. from the beginning of 
our nation, that life without liberty 
is unendurable, death preferable to 
submission to any form of compul- 
sion that would restrict amy man’s 
liberty to order his own life. 
IDEALS : the first 

The greatest danger to America 
that I see is the danger that we are 
losing sight of the ideals upon which 
our nation was founded and in the 
pursuit of which we have grown to 
greatness. And first among those 
ideals I would list the ideal of per 
sonal liberty of thought, speech and 
action. : 

I see signs all around that suggest 
that great groups of Americans no 
longer cherish those liberties, and 
that other groups are definitely bent 
on destroying them. 

There is more to patriotism than 
being ready to go to war. It seems 
to me that any man who does not 
do whatever lies in his power, to 
challenge any attempt, either from 
within or without his country’s 
boundaries, to curtail any of his 
or other people’s legitimate liberties, 
is not much of a patriot. 

Unless we stand up for our liber- 
ties, and refuse to surrender them, 
it won’t be long before we have no 
liberty left worth fighting for.

VALUES Pi NY ts ie Ta change 

‘The most striking change in the 
thinking of: Américans in recent 
years has ‘been the shifting of stan- 
dards of value, The emphasis is more 
upon material values, less upon real 
values. 

Real values aré not measurable 
in dollars. ‘What shall it profit a 
man if he gain the whole world and 
lose his own soul?” It is utter non- 
sense to talk of liberty as if it had 
only such value as can ibe compen- 
sated for in money. It is worse than 
nonsense, it is stupid, almost cr’mi- 
nal folly, to teach the young that 
success consists in making money. 

The secret of success lies in learn- 
ing to live with one’s self. 

I meet many young folks who 
seem, by their words and acts, to 
have been taught that the world 
owes them a living. They think that. 
happiness comes only from the pos- 
session and use of the things money 
can buy. Nothing is falser than that. 
SECURITY : courage 

We hear much _ these days about 
security. Security for the aged, se- 
curity for the wage worker, security 
for the farmer. I don’t hear much 
about security for the man or wo- 
man who doesn’t ask any help ex- 
cept to be left freé to do as he 
pleases with his own possessions. 

The talk is all of economic’ Se- 
curity. Some day we are. going to 
wake up to the fact that there is no 
such thing; certainly not at any 
price most of us can afford to pay. 


We hear that our forefathers 
came to America in search of se- 
curity. The security they sought 


was security from interference with 
their liberty of thought, of speech 
and of choosing their own way of 
living. They did not come here to 
gain economic security at the cost 
of liberty, but to gain liberty in 
order to take a chance at building 
their own economic security. 

‘That took courage. Only brave 
men and women took such chances 
as did the pioneers of America. I 
wonder, at times, whether that old 
strain of courage to take long 
chances yor the sake of liberty has 
vanished. 


TO KNOW CHALK FROM CHEESE 

To be alert, to be alive to situa- 
tions that, in the Anglo-Saxon ver- 
nacular which has come down to us 
through six hundred years, is to 
know chalk from cheege. 

As early as 1593, the expression 
was used in its modern sense by John 
Gower in “Confessio Amantis’:

‘Beginners in gardening are warned 
against hurrying. Old-timers will ad- 
imit that there aré definite seasons 
and after such and such. a date if 
is gétting a bit late to plant certain 
varieties. But as a rule, they claim, 
the average man and woman rushes 
‘the season rather than the reverse. 
The main planting of most varietie 
it is stated, should not - be earlier 
‘than adwvised by the seed catalogues 
for the panticular district concerned. 
Ground must be well worked ana 
while the soil should be moist it must 
mot be muddy. 

Beware the Frost 

Most flowers when sown under 
these conditions will soon catch up 
and often pass those put in tov 
early. The latter are liable to be cut 
down either severely or entirely by 
a late frost. This same rule, the old 
gardener states, applies to bedding 
plants even more so. One gets a big 
kick out of coming ahead of the 
neighbor with the first aster or zin- 
nia, or the first big dahlia, but is it 
mot better to be a féw days late 
than perhaps have none at all? 

Tender Vegetables 
With those semi-tender and quite 
tender vegetables such as beans, 
cabbage, tomatoes, corn, cauliflowers, 
melons, etc., the same advice applies 

—in regard to the main _ planting. 
With all vegetables, however, exper- 
ienced gardeners advise making at 
least one sowing extra early, buc 
only short rows and not more than 
fa quarter of the package. A week or 
ten days later a second sowing will 
be made and later on a third and 
possibly a fourth. This not only pro- 
tects one against frost damage ‘but 
insures a succession of fresh vege- 
tables. If one likes fresh beans o 
tarrots right from the garden. whv 
not have a fresh supply coming on 
week after week, argues the olv 
timer? 


For Bouquets 

Where one is fond of an abundance 
of bouquets experienced gardeners 
advise growing a portion of these in 
straight rows among the vegetables 
or in a special cutting garden. Some 
well designed beds of mixed annuals 
are ‘spoiled if too many flowers are

Rock Gardens ° 

In recent years there has been 4a 
good deal of interest in rock gardens 
which is a very natural development 
when it is realized what artistic re- 
sults can be secured. Where the 
ground slopes shanply this sort of 
treatment is particularly effective. 
Lange irregular boulders are sunk 
well into the ground and the little 
alpine plants are grown in deep 
earth pockets between. In special 
sections of the seed catalogue will 
be listed suitable plants with the 
height and time of blooming so that 


there will be no difficulty in making a| 


selection. About 40 different types of 
all colors and sizes are available. 
Sowing 

First flowers to be sown are those 
very hardy kinds which naturally 
reproduce themselves in Canada, 
such as Cosmos, California Poppy, 
Alyssum, Calendula and Candytuft. 
In the second group are the Zinnia, 
Marigold, Nasturtium, Stocks, Aster 


and Petunia, which do not. stand 
serious frost and of the tender 
things, which must be held back 


until all danger of freezing is over 
are the Dahlias, Cannas, and Glad- 
iolus. As the latter are all bulbs and 
do fot come up until a week or s0 
after planting they may be risked 
within a few days of the arrival of 
really warm weather.
